One Russiiin patrol of 20 men 
attem pted to cross the ice of Lake 
Muola but w as annihilated by F in ­ 
nish m achine gunners 
The attem pted destruction of a 
hospital train by Russian flyers 
w as described by an officer just 
returned from 
the Lake Ladoga 
front. 
He said that nurses and 
doctors rem ained aboard the train, 
reassuring their sev eral hundred 
patients. 
The bombs m issed the train, the 
doctor said, but som e cars w ere 
struck by m achine bullets.
